Friends of the Gold Standard to Sub­ 
mit in the Convention But Bolt at 
the Poles—Important 
Meeting to 
Be Held Tonight— Draft of Plat­ 


form. 
Chicago, July 3.—Silver democrats 
are to ignore entirely the gold m inority 
in the dem ocratic national convention. 
This plan of action has been made ap­ 
parent by every move taken by the 
w hile-m etal advocates since they began 
to map out their line of action in the 
convention. They have convinced the 
gold mc#* th at they intend to dictate 
every move of the convention to the 


W. F. HARRITY, 
least im portant details and to allow 
the opposing anti-silverites absolutely 
no voice in the proceedings. From the 
present indications the gold men will 
subm it after a heavy discharge of blank 
cartridges. 
They will 
protest 
suffi­ 
ciently to give them an excuse for vot­ 
ing the republican ticket next fall. 
Tonight the gold men will hold their 
first council of war. 
By th at 
time 
W illiam C. W hitney, who is adm itted 
to be in absolute control of the anti­ 
silver forces, together with Senator D. 
B. Hill, Senator Vilas, ex-Gov. Russell 
and the rest of the leaders in the fight 
against free silver, will be in the city. 
A t the meeting, which, it is said, will 
be composed of fifty prom inent demo­ 
crats, the 
exact 
line 
of 
procedure 
against the anti-silver m ajority will be 
mapped out. 
Also the question of a 
bolt by the anti-silver men will be 
settled. 
Mr. W hitney is expected to 
preside at the meeting, and it is pre­ 
dicted by the politicians th at his every 
wish will be carried out by the confer­ 
ence. 
The boomers of Horace Boies are 
putting in most of their time making, 
or, rather, attem pting to make, a com­ 
bination with the eastern gold demo­ 
crats, who, they hope, will turn to­ 
w ard some candidate 
distasteful 
to 
Gov. John P. Altgeld and the rest of 
the extrem ists in the convention. 
The work of the anti-silver men is 
said to be seriously handicapped by 
the presidential aspirations of many 
of their leaders. W illiam C. W hitney 
him self is said to be hoping th at some 
day he will receive the party nom ina­ 
tion for president and for this reason 
he does not care to make it possible 
for his opponents in after days to say 
th a t he bolted a democratic convention. 
Ex-Gov. Russell of M assachusetts is 
also a candidate for the 
presidency, 
and David B. Hill is looking forward 
to the day when he will be m aking a 
race for the white house. 
Chairm an H arrity is booming 
ex- 
Gov. Pattison for president. 
Mr. P at­ 
tison, like Bland and Boies, will not 
come to the convention, but will w ait 
in the east for word of the nom ination 
made by the convention. 
C hairm an H arrity adm its th at the 
gold men are as yet w ithout definite 
plans for their fight in the convention. 
Only one or two conferences have been 
held by the gold men. These have been 
In the east, and Mr. W hitney was the 
presiding 
genius. 
Tonight, for the 
first time, the gold men from all parts 
of the country will get together to 
talk over the situation. 
U tah will subm it a tariff plank to 
the com mittee on resolutions.

color for their action in defying the 
national committee and electing an 
out and out silver man for tem porary 
chairman. 
Gov. W illiam J. Scone of Missouri has 
announced his intention of 
resigning 
from the 
“three-senators-two-govern- 
ors-committee” of the silver men. He 
said he was too busy with the Bland 
boom to give the proper time to the 
fight of the silver men. 
Gov. Stone 
declares that he does not w ant to be 
temporary chairman, but the silver men 
are publicly announcing that he is the 
man who is to be used as the battering- 
ram to knock down the choice of the 
democrpM" national committee. 
Last 
night S ta to r Daniel of Virginia was 
also put forward by the silver men for 
temporary chairman of the convention. 
At the same conference which proposed 
Senator Daniel’s name W. J. B i^an of 
Nebraska, H. D. Money of Mississippi 
and Charles S. Thomas 
of Colorado 
were mentioned. A telegram was sent 
to Mr. Thomas, telling him to prepare 
a red-hot silver speech in order to be 
ready in case of his selection. 
The silver leaders said they probably 
would not make a protest against a gold 
man as temporary chairm an of the con­ 
vention if he wrould promise to make 
no speech. They want the first speech 
to be a rattling, 
snappy, 
emphatic, 
cheer-raising 
and 
doubt-dispelling 
free-silver oration. 
The man appoint­ 
ed by the national committee would 
make a gold speech, the silver men 
assert, and this would be sadly out of 
joint with the rest of the proceedings 
of the convention. 
Of the presidential candidates It is 
generally believed that Bland is in the

Gov. Altgeld has returned to Spring­ 
field from Chicago and it was he who 
said the free silver men wanted a one- 
day convention. The governor expects

Cleveland, O., July 3.—The labor 
troubles reached a point Thursday 
night at the Brown Hoisting and Con­ 
veying Machine company works wnich 
some people hope is a culmination, but 
wrhich the police fear is only a fore­ 
runner of even more fearful experi­ 
ences. As it is one man is dead in a 
morgue, his assailant is under arrest, 
the m ilitia are under arm s and the po­ 
lice are massed in the central station 
awaiting a possible necessity for furth­ 
er activity on their part. 
Mayor Mc- 
Kisson has issued a proclamation call­ 
ing on all citizens to rem ain in their 
houses and to keep away from all cen­ 
ters of conflict. 
The city adm inistra­ 
tion declares itself determined to pre­ 
serve order at all hazards. 
The police again charged the crowd 
Thursday night, breaking crowns with 
their clubs, and the injured, while not 
so many as on Tuesday night, are more 
seriously 
hurt. 
Cleveland’s 
police 
force is smaller in proportion to the 
population than in any other city in 
the country, but there are 290 patrol­ 
men in active duty in the city. Of these 
250 were in the immediate vicinity of 
the Brown works when trouble began. 
Ten thousand people surrounded the 
non-union workmen, who left the place 
about 4 o’clock under police 
escort.

(There I a C onsiderable W aste, as P eop le 
S om etim es F ind Out. 
“Did you ever think,” said an observ­ 
ing man lately to a reporter of the New 
York Tribune, “how much loose elec­ 
tricity there is around? 
It is brought 
to my notice especially every time I 
have occasion to ride in a trolley car 
»n a wet day. 
I have frequently re- 
teived a stinging shock by taking hold 
of the brass rail as I swung myself 
aboard. 
My feet are wet, you see, ana 
water is so good a conductor that a 
• 
, 
ground connection is established with 
myself as part of the circuit. The sen­ 
sation is quite enough to be disagree- 
ible, I assure you. 
“The metal doorsill, too, is another 
place where the current leaks out. Since 
I discovered that by personal experi­ 
ence I have often amused myself by 
watching the people who enter and 
leave the car. 
If they step over the 
wet threshold well and good, but if 
their feet touch it they are likely to 
get some of the superfluous power. 
Then the expression on their faces is 
ludicrous. 
Most of them look com­ 
pletely bewildered, as if they didn’t 
know what had struck them, and I sup­ 
pose they don’t know for the instant. 
“Those are not the only places where 
there is free electricity, either. In my 
own office I can get as severe a shock 
as I could from a battery. 
In one of 
the incandescent light fixtures there is 
a spot where the current escapes in 
great force. 
By touching this place 
with a key, a knife or any bit of*metal 
and resting my other hand on the iron 
of the steam radiator near by I can 
take a shock of such a power as to burn 
my hand and make me drop the ex­ 
periment in a hurry. 
The other day 
half a dozen of us joined hands and 
formed a line between the two places. 
The man at one end held a key to the 
fixture and the fellow at the other end 
laid his hand on the radiator. 
You 
would hardly believe how strong the 
current "was. 
Our hands seemed sud­ 
denly gripped together and after we 
let go our fingers tingled for minutes 
from the effect. 
“I have often thought that a com­ 
putation of the amount of unused elec­ 
tric force there is around us would be 
interesting. 
There must be numbers 
of other places that I have never no­ 
ticed where it escapes and I suppose 
there is no doubt that in the aggregate 
the power wasted would be sufficient 
to accomplish a tremendous amount of 
work.”
